Santa Ana junior college recent] 
was accepted in the Eastern Division 
of Athletics at a meeting held by the 
Southern California Athletic Confer- 
ence in Pasadena. Various rules af- 
fecting the eligibility of athletes 
have been changed, although a few 
rules remain the same. 

The following rules will go into 
effect September, 1932. 

AMATEUR STANDING. Amateur 
rules shall be enforced in accordance 
with the rulings of the Inter-Col- 


legiate Amateur Athletic Associa- 
tion of America. 
MATRICULATION REQUIRE- 


MENTS. No student who has _ not 
graduated from a regular high 
school course, and no student who 
has not presented credentials recog- 
nized by the California State Law 
governing Junior Colleges as satis- 
factory entrance requirements for 
admission to Junior Colleges shall 
represent any jnetitavion of this As- 
sociation. 
_ LATE REGISTRATION. No stu- 
dent shall represent any institution 
of this Association in any athletic 
activity who registers later than 
three weeks after the first day of in- 
struction for the term or semester in 
which he desires to compete. 
PREVIOUS SEMESTER CREDIT. 
No student, excepting a freshman.in 
his ‘first term. or semester, who has 
failed to pass in. twelve hours work 
in his previous term or semester 


shall represent any institution of this|.

Association. 

CREDITS CARRIED. No student 
who is not regularly enrolled in at 
least twelve hours work in a regu- 
lar or special course as defined in 
the curriculum of his _ institution 
shal lrepresent any institution of 
this Association. 

PASSING GRADES. No student 
may represent any institution of this 
Association who has _ not received 
from his instructors during the week 
of the contest in which he desires to 
compete, passing grades in at least 
twelve hours of regular or special 
work of the term or semester to 
date. 

CO-OPERATIVE STUDENTS. 
Students who are carrying cooper- 
ative courses in the colleges of this 
Association shall be exempt from the 
provisions of the last two paragraphs 
provided: 

1. That they are carrying full co- 
operative courses. 

2. That they receive from their 
instructors during the week of the 
contest in which they desire to com- 
pete, passing grades in the entire 
course of the term or semester to 
date. 

8- That they have  reecived 
credit for the full course in their 
previous term or semester, provided 
that they are not freshmen in their 
previous term or semester,

INDIVIDUAL REGISTRATION.| 


No student shall represent any in- 
stitution of this Association who has 
not subscribed to the Association Of- 
ficial Eligibility Statement in the 
presence of either the Dean, the Vice- 
Principal, or the Principal of his in- 
stitution at least ten days preceding 
any contest in which he desires to 
compete that he is eligible to com- 
pete in the current season of sport 
under Association rules; provided, 
that a student who enrolls in any in- 
stitution of this Association at the 
beginning of the second or third 
term or the second semester shall 
not berequired to wait the minimum 
period of ten days before compet- 
ing provided he subscribes to the As- 
sociation Official Statement in due 
form before the expiration of the 
time limit set by his institution for 
enrollment in the term or semester 
in which he desires to enroll. 

FIVE-YEAR LIMIT. No student 
shall represent any institution) of 
this Association in any athletic con- 
test after five calendar years have 
elapsed following his graduation 
from high school. ‘ 

ELIMINATION BY GRADUA- 
TION. No student who has earned 
sixty-four semester credits or has 
graduated from a Junior College 
with either a Junior Certificate or a 
Diploma shall represent any institu- 


tion of this Association in any ath- 
letic contest. 

TWO SEASONS FOR EACH 
SPORT. No student shall represent 
any institution of this Association in 
any athletic activity who has had 
two season’s experience in that ac- 
tivity in any institution of this As- 
sociation or in any institution hav- 
ing a rating higher than the high 
school. 

RECORDED COMPETITION. Par- 
ticipation in any part of a contest 


RECORDED SEMESTER’ OR 
TERM ATTENDANCE. Attendance 
for six weeks from the opening day 
of instruction shall’ be recorded for 
athletic purposes as attendance for 
one term or semester. 

TRANSFER REQUIREMENTS. 
No student shall represent any insti- 
tution of this Association who has at- 
tended in his previous term or se- 
mester any other institution having 
a rating higher than the high school 
until he has been in residence one 
full term or semester; provided that 
this rule shall not apply to the stu- 
dent whose parent or parents have 
established a bona fide residence in 
the Junior College district to which 
he transfers or to the student who, 
while attending the Junior College 
of his choice, lives with his parent or 
parents whose established residence 
is not within the boundaries of any 
Junior College district. The option 
of choice under this provision shall 
not be permitted the student more 
than once. 

STUDENT COMPESATION. No 
student shall represent any institution 
of this Association who has received 
any compensation by way of instruc- 
tion or who is employed by an in- 
stitution or institution student body 
of this Association in any capacity at 
a compensation in excess of fifty 
cents per hour. 

OUTSIDE TEAM MEMBERSHIP. 
No student shall represent any insti- 
tution of this Association.. in ..any 
sport who during the season for that 
sport represeits any Athletic Club, 
Y. M. C. A. or other organization in 
the same sport. 

TIME LIMITS FOR A SEASON’S 
SPORT. The season for any sport for 
any institution of this Association 
shall be fixed as that period of time 
which begins with the first and ends 
with the last regularly scheduled 
Association contest for that institu- 


as a member of the team represent- 
ing ‘any institution of this Associa- 
tion or of any institution having a 
rating higher than the high school 
shall be interpreted as experience in 
that sport; provided that a student 
@ho matriculates at the beginning of 
a semester or term which begins dur-
